~ MACAO, Dec. 16—Catholics and 
friends of the Bishop of Macao, the 
Most Rev. D, Jose da Costa Nunes, 
will be pleased to learn that his 
Lordship Has been appolnted Arch- 
bishop ‘of Goa’ and Daman, Titular 
Archbishop of the’ East: and Pat- 
rlarch of Indis. News of this ap- 
pointment was recelvéd locally on 
Saturday last through a communi- 
cation from the.Portnguesé Minis- 
ter of Colonies in Lisbon Lnforming 
his Lordship of his. nomination by 
the Holy See. 


1s the fact that today marks. tne 
20th anniversary of his Lordship’s 
lomce as Bishop of Macao} for he 
‘was first elected to sus sucerdotal 
position on Dec. 16, 1920. 

Born on March 15, 1880, in Can- 

delaria, Fico, Azores, ‘the young 
Jose da Costa Nunes studied at the 
Seminary of Angra but left that 
institution sbefore he” had "finished 
his studies ‘in order to come to 
Macao, where he arrived on June 
4, 1903, as private secretdry to Bis- 
hop D. Joao Paulino, However, be 
sat and passed for his theologica 
examinations at the local St. 
Joseph's Seminary and, a few days 
llater, on July 31, of the same year 
of his arriva: here, celebrated his 
first Mass.. ; 

At the age of 26 only this young 
priest was already a Vicar-General 
‘and soon after became Governor 
of the Diocese under Bishop Pau- 
Uno.
